1, Jesus Giving His Life Away 
the Passover Week 


No sooner had our Lord entered 
Jerusalem in the beginning of 
that week than, in His own words, 
He began “to give his life a ran- 
som.” As long as His time had 
not yet come, our Lord took great 
care of His life. His was the 

ost precious life on the face of 

earth, and He took correspond- 
ing care of it. But now that the 
work of His life was finished, He 
began at once to give His life 
away. All the beginning and mid- 
dle of that Passover week our 
Lord was preaching all’ the day- 
time in the temple—and then at 
night He went out and abode in 
the mount that is called the Mount 
of Olives. All that week our Lord 
|preached all day and prayed all 
night. Now there is nothing so 
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“He loved me and gave himself 


exhausting as preaching unless it 
is praying: such preaching, that 
is, and such praying as our Lord’s 
preaching and praying were all 
that Passover week. Paul in one 
place speaks about preaching the 
“terror of the Lord.” And that 
terrible word best describes our 
Lord’s last sermons in Jerusalem. 
It is remarkable—and there must 
be a good reason for it—that the 
only sermons of our Lord that we 
have anything like a full report of 
are His first sermon and His last 
—His Sermon on the Mount and 
His three days of farewell ser- 
mons in the temple, That Preach- 
er was simply throwing His life 
away who delivered the discours- 
es that Matthew has preserved in 
the end of his Gospel. He was 
walking straight into the jaws of 
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death when He stood up in the tem-

My friend, if you are lost to- 
night and you realize your sin- 
sick condition—praise God! Broth- 
er Joe Henry Hankins says, “You 
have to get people lost before you 
can get them saved.” If you are 
lost and undone tonight then, l 
have a good message for you, the 
best message you ever heard! 
The Word says, “Whosoever shall 
call on the name of the Lord shall 
be saved” (Acts 2:21). Turn to 
I John 1:7 and read: “... the 
Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.” It 
will not only cover the sinner, it 
will also reconcile him to God 
through the Lord Jesus. “.,.., 
though your sins be as scarlet, 
they shall be as white as snow; 
se" tiem. - 1548): 

After the midnight hour one 
night there was a knock on the 
door of the home of dear godly 
Dr. Philpott, pastor in Hamilton, 
Canada . He hurriedly dressed, 
made his way down to thefront 
door, and there was a tough 
character from the underworld. 

“Are you Dr. Philpott?” 

“Indeed I am.” 

“Sir, would you go with me 
down to such-and-such a place? 
There is a girl down there. Her 
name is Mary and she is dying. 
She asked me to get you in a 
hurry.” 

Dr. Philpott did not know 
whether or not he should go. He 
did not know but what that man 
might take him down there and 
rob him, but he felt led to go. 
The man took him down an alley, 
going around the back way.

soon they came to the place. -They 
went up the back stairs, up to 
the top floor and into the room 
where the once beautiful girl lay. 
Just seventeen years of age, she 
was now dying because of sin. 


Young people, listen to me to- 
night. You had better beware of 
sin. You cannot get by with sin. 
“Be sure your sin will find you 
out” (Num. 32:23). 

Dr. Philpott said that the woman 
who operated that place and some 
of the other women were standing 
around the walls, 

He sat down in a chair there by 
the bed and the girl said, “Dr. Phil- 
BO as : 

“Yes.” 


“I suppose I have come to the 
end of the trail. I am an awful 
sinner, I am such a wicked girl. 
My mother used to go to your 
church, and she told how you said 
One Sunday 
morning after a notorious night of 
sin, I was heartsick and tuned in 
to your Sunday morning message. 
I heard you say that could 
Save girls like me. Is there any 
hope for me?” 


He thought for a moment. Then 
he reached over and put her hand 
in his (he was old enough to be 
her grandfather) and said, “Dear, 
listen carefully while I tell you a 
story: 

“One black stormy night the 
Good Shepherd went out to count 
His sheep and one—a poor black 
sheep—was .missing. The rain 
was coming down in torrents. It 
was a terrible night, a cold wintry 
night. You would have thought 
the Shepherd would go in and 
retire for the night; but no, the 
Shepherd made His way over the 
country, over the hillside looking 
for the poor lost sheep.

He is 
the Water of Life to every thirsty 
one. Oh, my friend, Jesus is 
honey in the mouth. He is music 
to the ear. He is joy to the heart. 
He is so wonderful! How can you 
turn Him away? 


So You Think You Do Not 
- Need Salvation? 


Maybe somebody here _ says, 
“Well, preacher, I am good enough 
already. I do not need Christ. I 
am better than most people in 
the church today.” 

Well, suppose that is true—sup- 
pose you do pay your debts, sup- 
pose you are keeping your mar- 
riage vows, suppose you are one 
of the best citizens in your coun- 
ty! Let me ask you this: Was 
there ever a time in your life 
when you knew you were guilty 
of wrong? Was there ever a 
time when you had an issue with 
God—when you knew deep down 
inside that you had sinned against 
God? Well, if you could stop 
right now and live a perfect life 
all the rest of your days, you 
could not get: rid of the sin of 
your soul. 

Acts 4:12 says, “Neither is there 
salvation in any other: for there 
is none other name under heaven 
given, among men, whereby we 
must be saved.” If your good 
works could save you, then Jesus 
Christ need not have died upon 
the cross! I am here to say that 
the most vile sin that you can 
commit is the rejection of God’s 
Son who died for you! 

Let us suppose that there is a 
man here at Cedar Lake and he 


find a flaw in his character. He is 
a fine, fine citizen—a good moral 
man. One cold December night 
his dear mother who nearly died 
to give him birth comes to the 
door of his home and knocks and 
says, “Son, let me in.” Suppose 
that man would spit in her face, 
slam the door and say, “No, I 
won’t let you come in.” It would 
not matter how good the man was 
otherwise. You say, ‘That would 
be the most vile reprobate in this 
country.” 

But I am telling you tonight of 
One who is dearer than the sweet- 
est mother, more precious than 
any hurnan tie. He says in Reve- 
lation 3:20: “Behold, I stand at 
the door, and knock; if any man 
hear my voice, and open the door, 
I will come in...” He will do 
it! He will do it! 

‘Oh, can’t you see, my friend, 
that it is not by your works of 
righteousness? Can’t you see that 
all your righteousness is as filthy 
rags? The Word of God says, 
“For by grace are ye_ saved 
through faith;- and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God” 
(Eph. 2:8). “For the wages of 
sin is death; but the gift of God 
is eternal life . . .” (Rom. 6:23). 
Can’t you see it?. Can’t you see 
it? 

I once read of a boy who tried 
so desperately to weigh a hun- 
dred pounds but could not make 
it. Each morning he would get 
up and drink a quart of milk. He 
would take exercises. He would 
eat raw eggs: he would eat spin- 
ach. He could weigh ninety-five 
pounds, he could weigh ninety-six, 
but try as he might he could not 
reach the coveted one hundred 
mark. But one day he got up on 
the scales and to his amazement 
he went over the mark. He was 
so happy that he started to shout 
for joy. About that time he 
heard a chuckle behind him, turn- 
ed around, and found that an older 
brother had placed a big foot on 
the scales. 


Now, I know something better 
than that. My Elder Brother, the 
Lord Jesus, did not merely add 
His divine weight to mine; He 
took my place and died in my 
stead. “For he hath made him 
to be sin for us, who knew no sin; 
that.we might be made the right- 
eousness of God in him” (II Cor. 
5:21). 

You say, “Brother Doug, I 
don’t know what you mean about 
being born again, about being 
saved, but I am a church mem- 
ber—isn’t that good enough?” 
You say, “I’m a Methodist,” “I’m 
a Baptist,” or “I’m a Presbyter- 
ian.’’ Bless the Lord, He will save 
you, too, if you will come the 
blood-sprinkled way—if you will 
come the way of the cross. Oh, 
friend, can’t you see that God’s 
Word says you are a sinner, that 
you are lost? You are a sinner 
by birth,” You are a sinner by 
choice. “All have sinned, and 
come short of the glory of God” 


| (Rom. 3:23). 


“I Am Afraid I Can’t Hold 
Out” 


Maybe there is somebody here 


who says, “Brother Winn, I’m 


afraid I can’t hold out. I’m 
afraid I can’t do all the things 
I ought to do.” You never can 
do them yourself, it is true. To 
the Lord Jesus I say, “Lord, I’m 
just trusting Christ in the pres- 
ence of the Almighty God.” I 
am here to tell you that it is not 


putting it, but suppose that when 
Noah completed building of the 
ark God had said, “Noah, I want 
you to get eight spikes and drive 
them into the side of the boat. I 
want you, Mrs. Noah, Ham and 
his wife, Shem and his wife, Ja- 
pheth and his wife—I want each 
of you to grab a spike. And if 
you hold out, Noah, you will make 
it.’ I can see Noah warning 
them, ‘“‘Now, you must hold out, 
you must hold out if you are go- 
ing to make it!’ Then I can see 
the rain coming down. After a 
few hours I can hear Mrs. Noah 
say, “Dear, I’m so tired. I just 
can’t hold on much longer.” Noah 
screams and says, “Hold on, hold 
on; you’re lost if you don’t hold 
on!”’ 

Oh, praise God, it did not de- 
pend on their holding on! They 
were on the inside. God Himself 
closed the door. Get on the in- 
side tonight, will you? Get on 
the inside! 

See the Lord Jesus out there on 
the sea. See that tempest. It 
was a terrible storm! He was 
asleep. It was an ordinary storm. 
These men, had been fishing all 
their lives. They were not alarm- 
ed at just any little ordinary 
storm. They came to the Sav- 
iour, woke Him up and said, ‘Lord, 
don’t you care if we perish?’ 

I read that, smile, and say, “‘O 
God, those apostles had seen Him 
raise the dead, heal the lepers, 
open the eyes of the blind, feed 
the hungry multitudes; yet they 
did not believe He could save 
them.” They said, ‘Lord, don’t 
you care whether or not we die?’ 
I laugh at that and say honestly 
and sincerely that if I had been 
there I would have gone and 
awakened Him and said, ‘Lord, 
this is an awful storm. I’ve never 
been in a Storm like this before. 
But just a word, Lord, from You 
and we will-be saved.” 


Here is the blessed part of it: 
when you are on board with the 
Saviour, you do not have to wake 
Him up.

The Master of ocean and 
earth and skies; 


He will do the holding out. Your 
part is to trust Him. Let God do 
the holding out, will you? 

Second Corinthians 5:17 says, 
“Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, 
all things are become new.” 


“There Are So Many Hypo- 
crites in the Church” 


“Well,” somebody says, ‘“Preach- 
er, I am not saved because there 
are so many hypocrites in the 
church.” Did you ever hear that? 
I think that is the meanest,. most 
contemptible excuse a man can 
offer. Hypocrites in the church! 
Why, there are hypocrites every- 
where you look: hypocrites in the 
home, in  society—everywhere! 
Many times you you have been told 
that you have to be smaller than 
a hypocrite to hide behind him. 
That is true. If the hypocrite 
stands between you and God, then 
the hypocrite is nearer to Heaven 
than you are, 


Are there any hypocrites who 
are grocers? Yes, a lot of them 


lie and cheat and steal. You would 
not say, “I’m going to stop buy- 
ing groceries.” Yet people say, 
“There are hypocrites in the 
church, that is why I do not come 
to Christ.” Why don’t you meas- 
ure yourself by some old-fashioned, 
God-fearing servant of the cross? 
If you did, you would look like a 
rat terrier beside an_ elephant! 
Why don’t you look up and 
measure yourself by the Lord 
Jesus? There is no sin in Him, 
He says, “Which of you con 
vinceth me of sin?” (John 8:46). 


You say that the church is full 
of hypocrites. So is Hell!—and 
you do not want to go to Hell 
You had better quit running with 
that crowd and come to Christ. 
Thanks be to God, He has blockad- 
ed the road to Hell with the cross 
of Calvary. If you go there, my 
friend, you go there over the shed 
blood of Jesus Christ, over some- 
body’s prayers, over the love of 
God! Oh, the love of God! 


It has always been a mystery to 
me why preachers have to beg 
people to come to Christ. God 
loves you. You know that He 
loves you! You have heard it 
from His Word. You have heard 
it from the pulpit. You have read 
it from the printed page. Oh, God 
loves you! One day you will stand 
before God at the great white 
throne judgment pictured in the 
twentieth chapter of Revelation. 
God will have to say, “I loved you. 
I sent the Saviour to die for you. 
I sent the Holy Spirit to try to 
woo you to Him, but you would 
not come.” Then He will say to 
the angels, “Bind him hand and 
foot and take him away. He will 
have to depart from Me. He never 
knew Me.” You will go to Hell, 
but you will know that God loves 
you. In the fires of Hell you will 
know that God loves you. Thirty 
billion trillion years from now, 
you will be in Hell; but you will 
know that God loves you.

Oh, if my arms were long enough 
and strong enough I would reach 
out there, carry you into the 
presence of the King of Glory and 
say to my precious Saviour, “Here 
is one. Oh, give me a little more 
time. Let me go back to Cedar 
Lake. Lord, yet me go back there 
and see if I can’t find somebody 
else. I’m sure I can find some- 
body else. Let me go back -and 
tell somebody else that God loves 
them!’’ Won’t you come to Christ? 
Won't you come into His church?

Bless your 
heart, I have a God who holds 
on to me! I read’ in Psalms 
37:23, 24, “The steps of da good 
man are ordered by the Lord: 
. . « Though he fall, he shall not 
be utterly cast down: for the 
Lord upholdeth him with his 
hand.” 
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Place your hand in the nail- 
scarred hand. 
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wild crowd, that I can’t live for 
God in my home town. If I could 
live here in Cedar Lake in this 
Christian atmosphere, oh, if I 
could just work with Brother Rice 
around THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD. office there where people 
love the Lord, or if I just lived 
in Martinsville, Virginia—the most 
beautiful town in. the United 
States-——I could. be a Christian, I 
need a new environment.” ‘No, 
that is not what you need. 


If my watch will not run on my 
arm, I cannot make it run by 
putting it over there on the 
piano. ‘It needs to be fixed up 
on the inside. It needs a new 
mainspring. And that is what you 
need tonight. You need to be 
born again. You need to be born 
from above. You need to be born 
of the Spirit of God! 


“I Cannot Understand the 
New Birth” 


Or maybe somebody else to- 
night says, “When you talk about 
being born again, I don’t know 
what you mean . How does this 
thing work? Explain it tome. I 
can’t understand it!” | 

No, I cannot understand how 
God loves me either. I deserve 
Hell. Right now I deserve to be 
in Hell because of my sins. But 
God loved me and saved me. I do 
not know how He did. Wonderful 
the matchless grace of Jesus! 

A quaint old preacher one time 
said, “I never could understand 
how a black cow could eat green 
grass and give white milk and 
yellow butter, but it’s true.” Per- 
sonally I never could understand 
how it is that a cow that is ly- 
ing down gets up on her rear 
feet first and a hog that is lying 
down gets up on its front feet 
first. Yet it is true, nevertheless. 

But that is not what I want 
you to answer for me. Tell me 
how Jesus came to me before I 
could count ten and made me 
want to leave everything and go 
out and tell people of Him. My 
mother and dad and grandparents 
and other relatives tell how as a 
boy just two and three years of 
age I used to preach. Why is it 
He came to me and made me 
want to go out and preach in re- 
vival meetings? As far back as 
I can remember it. was the burn- 
ing desire of my heart to be an 
evangelist, to go out and tell peo- 
ple that God loved them and 
Christ died for them. I do not 
know how, but I know that He 
did it. I know He did it! 

Remember _ that intellectual 
giant, Nicodemus, said ‘How is it 
one is born again?’ Remember 
the answer? “The wind bloweth 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
When Answering Advertisements 
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where it listest, and thou hearest 
the sound thereof, but canst not 
tell whence it cometh, and whith- 
er it goeth: so is every one that 
is born of the Spirit’? (John 3:8). 
You can know it tonight. You 
can know it! 

‘Brother Bill Rice held meetings 
in Columbus, Kentucky. (I fol- 
lowed him there.) A Methodist 
preacher came out one night and 
was called on to pray. He finished 
up his prayer by saying, “Lord, 
save us at last in Heaven, for: 
Christ’s sake.” I-felt like say- 
ing to that man,’ “If you wait 
until you are in Heaven to be 
saved, you: will never be saved.” 

I do not want a wasted life. 
I want to be saved now. Geod’s 
Word says, “‘Now is the accepted 
time” (II Cor.:6:2).. The Word 
of God says, “He that heareth my 
word, and believeth on him that 
sent me, hath [present tense] ev- 
erlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; [not come in- 
to Hell, not come into judgment] 
but is passed from death unto 
life” (John 5:24). You can know 
it tonight! I tell you that I know 
no more certainly that on Febru- 
ary 8, 1920, I was born of my 
mother than that there was a 
time in my life when I was born 


again, born of God. 
You say, “I just can’t under- 
stand that. I cannot explain it.”’ 


Well, let me as quickly as I can, 
explain it to you. Let me give 
you the Bible answer. 

You Know, when Adam and Eve 
sinned, God killed the beasts of 
the field to make coverings for 
their bodies. Before they sinned, 
they were naked and unashamed. 
After they sinned, God had to 
clothe them. Just so the Lord 
Jesus who had nothing to do with 
our sin, who was’ without sin, 
came and died that we might be 
clothed in a robe of righteous- 
ness. 


See those first two boys, Cain 
and Abel. See them bring their 
two sacrifices. See Cain as he 
goes out and gets a few bananas, 
lemons, grapes—all just beauti- 
ful! See him getting a big Geor- 


comes and says, ‘Look’ here, Lord; 
look at what I’ve done. You 
ought to accept me, See what 
I’ve got!’ You know the answer. 
God did not even hear him. 
Poor old. Abel! He went out 
and killed the lamb. Then he 
came and said, ‘Lord, I’m just a 
poor sinner. The only way I can 
come is through the sacrifice of 
an innocent one. Here I come, 
Lord; _here is the blood of this 
lamb, pointing forth to Thy 
Lamb, the only way you can be 
saved, my friend, is through the 
blood of the Lamb. Are _ you 
washed in the blood of the Lamb? 
You remember that fatal night 
over there in Egypt. God said, 
“I will pass through the land of 
Egypt this night, ... and when 
I see the-blood, I will pass over 
you” (Exod. 12:12, 13). You know 
the story. God told the people to 
put the blood on the doorpost—on 
either side and overhead. Notice 
that He did not have them to put 
it down on the ground because 
the blood is not to be trampled 
under. They were to put it over- 
head and down either side. 

My friend, God’s Lamb was the 
Lord Jesus. He was born in a 
stable. A stable? That is the 
birthplace of lambs. He was God’s 
Lamb... John 1:29 says, “. .. Be- 
hold the Lamb of God, which 
taketh away the sin of the world.” 
And His blood must be applied 
to our hearts. The only way you 
will ever be saved is through 
Christ. It is Christ or Hell for 
every one of you. I do not care 
how good you are, how influential 
you are. Without the Lord Jesus, 
you are lost! 

Then you remember when the 
children of Israel worshipped the 
golden calf. Moses came down 
and ground that calf to powder, 
and after he had burned it and 
melted it, he poured it into the 
brook. (Any chemist will tell 
you that that makes a blood-red 
color.) Then he made them drink 


See him as he 


of it. That was a picture of the 
blood of Jesus, the blood of the 
Lord Jesus. ‘We will overcome by 


the blood of the Lamb, and by the 
word of our own testimony.’ They 
had to drink of the blood. That 
was a type of the blood of the 
Lord Jesus. And then over in the 
wilderness when they sinned and 
were bitten by the serpent, God 
said, ‘Now Moses you raise that 
serpent up there on the brazen 
pole,’ The Word of God says, “And 
as Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up: That who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have eternal life’”’ (John 
3:14, 15). I can see the people 
dying... I can see Moses saying, 
‘Look to God’s sacrifice! Look up 
there. Look up there at the brazen 
serpent.’ And as many as looked 
were healed, I can see one fellow 
as he was healed, going to his 
father and saying, ‘Dad, Dad, you 
don’t have to die! I looked up 
there and I was healed.” 


The father said, “That's the 
most foolish thng I ever heard of.” 


He said, “Oh, Daddy, you had 
better do it! Will you just look? 
Will you just look?” It was up to 
God to heal the poison in_ the 
bloodstream. The Word says in 
Isaiah 45:22, ‘“‘Look unto me, and 
be ye saved, all the ends of the 
earth.” Will you look to the Lamb 
of God tonight? He will save you. 
There is life for a look at the 
Crucified One! 


“I Have Plenty of Time” 


Somebody here says, “Brother 
Winn, I’ve got plenty of time. 
I'll accept Him s®me other time.” 
My friend, that is the Devil telling 
you that. God’s Word says, “Now 
is the accepted time; ... now is the 
day of salvation” (II Cor. 6:2). The 
road of Bye and Bye leads to the 
town of Never. My friend, it is 
either life unto life or death unto 
death. God says, “My spirit shall 
not always strive with man” (Gen. 
6:3). “1949” may be engraved on 
the tombstone of somebody here. 
You had better listen to me. You 
had better settle this matter! 

In Nashville, Indiana, several 
years ago, I had a series of meet- 
ings. On my way one Friday 
afternoon to the post office, I saw 
a man on the front porch of a 
home with a deck of playing cards. 
I gave him tracts and preached 
him a sermon. I tried to lead him 
to Christ. I told him that God 


loved him. I told him that Christ, 


would save him. I told him of the 
love of God. I told him the plan 
of salvation. He laughed and said, 
“I’ve got plenty of time.” In less 
than twenty-four hours his heart 
stopped beating and he dropped 
dead and went to Hell! 


I closed a-meeting at the First 
Baptist Church of a certain city 
and went on to another town. Less 
than a week had passed when the 
pastor of the First Baptist Church 
wrote me a letter. He said, “Doug, 
do you remember that man to 
whom you talked?

The Editor’s Answer 


November 17, 1949 
Dear Brother N. 
I am glad to have your letter 
and will answer it the best I can. 
1. I believe that many people 
who speak of brotherhood have a 
good meaning. Certainly we ought 
to love our neighbors and try to 
treat everybody right. If that 
were all that is involved, the 
teaching of “the brotherhood of 
man” would be all right. I think 
many good people mean that, and 
they do no recognize the terrible 
doctrinal heresy that is usually 
involved. 


2. There is a widespread teach- 
ing of “the fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of man.” It is the 
very heart of modernism and 
humanism, the heart of infidelity. 
It teaches that God is the Father 
of all men everywhere—that no 
one needs to be converted or born 
again because all are already the 
children of the heavenly Father. 
That necessarily means that peo- 
ple do not need to be born again, 
the atoning blood of Jesus Christ 
is not needed. It means that there- 
fore Jesus is not the virgin-born 
Saviour and the unique Son of 


God, but only a good Teacher, a 
martyr. 


People who teach “the! 


"The Fatherhood of God and 
the Brotherhood of Man 


Fatherhood of God and. the 
brotherhood of man” teach people 
not to come to Christ as Saviour 
and be born again, but simply to 
follow Christ as an example, a 
good man. Unitarians and Uni- 
versalists teach this doctrine. 
Evangelical, Bible-believing Chris- 
tians never, never teach it. It 
is infidelity. If all men are al- 
ready sons of God, and Christian 
brothers, then of course there is 
no Hell, since no one will ever be 
lost. You see, this doctrine 
denies every fundamental of the 
Christian faith. 


3. The Bible teaching on these 
matters is very clear, John 1:12, 
13 plainly says: “But as many 
as received him, to them gave he 
power to become the sons of God, 
even to them that believe on his 
name: Which were born, not of 
blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of 
God.” ‘Those who receive Christ, 
believe in Him, are born of God, 
become sons of God. John 3:1-7 
repeatedly says that one can 
never see the kingdom of God, 
can never be saved without being 
born again. There are two kinds of 
people in this world described by 
Jesus in John 3:6 — “that which 
igs born of the flesh is flesh; and 
that which is born of the Spirit is 
spirit.” Those born one time are 
born of the flesh. 
twice are made by the Spirit of 
God into the children of God. 


In John 8:41-44 Jesus discussed 
this doctrinal question very care- 
fully. The Pharisees said, ‘‘We 
have one Father, even God.” Un- 
converted infidels today say the 
same thing; but is that true? It 
is not, for Jesus plainly denied it 
and said, “Ye are of your father, 
the devil, and the lusts of your 
father ye will do.” 


So the correct position for a 
Christian always to take is that 
all who are born again are 
brothers in Christ. Anybody else 
is not a child of God but a child 
of the Devil. We may love them, 
pray for them, be kind to them. 
In a fleshly sense we are all 
human beings and so akin. But 
in a _ spiritual sense we are 
brothers only with those who have 
been born again. 


4. You say, “Would you include 
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aie ideas on the authorship of | 


Isaiah?” I answer that Bible- 
believing Christians can safely 
say that the Prophet Isaiah, the 
son of Amos, is the author of the 
book by that name. We are clearly 
told in Isaiah 1:1: 

“The vision of Isaiah the 
son of Amoz which he saw 
concerning Judah and Jerusa- 
lem in the days of Uzziah, 
Jotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, 
kings of Judah.” 


So the whole book, including 
passages referring to Uzziah, 
Jotham, Ahaz and Hezekiah were 
all written by one man. 


It is also impressive that again 
and again in the New Testament 
the Lord Jesus refers to various 
parts of the book of Isaiah, as 
the very word of God, and with- 
out ever a hint that it was the 
writing of more than one man. 
Actually the modern infidels who 
say that there were two Isaiahs 
have not a leg to stand on in 
scholarship. There is absolutely 
no reliable evidence that the book 
of Isaiah is not what it claims to 
be—the writings of one man in- 
spired of God. All Bible believ- 
ers take this book at face value 
as they do the other books of 
the Bible. Only by denying that 
the book of Isaiah is the Word 
of God could one deny the plain 
statement in the first verse of the 
book, that it was written by 
Isaiah. I am sorry to say that 
the Sunday School literature now 
being put out by the Methodist 
church, is often utterly unreliable, 
unscholarly and spiritually full of 
poison, raising doubts about the 
Bible and every fundamental doc- 
trine of the Bible. 


The style throughout the book 
of Isaiah is much the same. There 
is nowhere in the Old Testament 
the same eloquence and beauty 
of language as in the book of 
Isaiah. As an editor for fifteen 
years, a writer, a former college 
instructor in English, and a stu- 
dent of literature, I say there is 
every internal evidence that the 
same man wrote the book of 
fsaiah all the way through, and 
it would be practically impossi- 
ble to find two men of such like 
gifts and literary habit living at 
the same time and both Spijirit- 
filled prophets of God. a pee 


The only reason modern infidels 
wish to prove that there were two 
Isaiahs is that they do not want 
to believe in divine inspiration. 
The same critics, and Christ-re- 
jecters do not believe that the 
book of Genesis is inspired, nor 
the book of Jonah. They say that 
the book of Jonah is am allegory. 
They deny direct creation, deny 
the flood. The same critics deny 
the virgin birth and bodily resur- 
rection of Christ. I beg you, do 
not be deceived by this infidel 
literature.

2. In the Last Supper, Jesus 
Pictures His Life Given

The calmness of mind and the 
careful deliberation with which 
our Lord goes about the Last Sup- 
per is very affecting and very 
impressive.

3. In the Agony of Geth- 
semane, Jesus Faced the 
Cup of Our Sin 


“Then cometh Jesus with them 
to a place called Gethsemane, and 
saith to the disciples, Sit ye there, 
while I go and pray yonder.” 

Our Lord is in no mood for 
mockery; but our hearts read their 
own bitterness into His departing 
words. He seeks out a seat for the 
disciples. He seeks out the best, 
the softest, and the most sheltered 
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seat in the garden. He points them 
to the place, and He bids them sit 
down in it. He tells them to keep 
near one another, and to keep one 
another company. And before He 
has got to His place “yonder,” 
they are all fast asleep! He has 
not slept for a week. Night after 
night He has spent in that same 
spot, till even Judas “‘knew the 
place.” More than the city watch- 
men for the morning He had 
waited for God in that garden all 
that week; and He still waits. 
“Out of the depths have I cried to 
thee, O Lord. Out of the belly of 
hell, O Lord. Then I said, I am 
cast out of thy sight. The waters 
compassed me about even to the 
soul: the weeds were wrapped 
about my head.” And being in 
agony, He prayed more earnestly; 
and His sweat was as it were great 
drops of blood falling to the 
ground. It was the wages of sin. 
It was the Lord laying on Him the 
iniquities of us all. It was—every 
ransomed soul knows what it was.

No wonder He sweat blood as He 
drank it. For that cup was sin. 
It was the wages of my sin. It 
was full of the red wine of the 
wrath of God against me.” And 
when He rose off His face and 


soaked wine press, He found the 
disciples still sleeping. And again 
our hearts mock at us as He says, 
“Sleep on now, and take your 
rest.” 


4. In Judas’ Traitorous, 
Shameful Kiss, Jesus Gave 
Self for Us 


Were you ever false as Hell to 
your best friend? Did you ever 
take your unsuspecting friend by 
the hand and say, “Welcome!” or 
“Farewell”? Was there ever a 
sweet smile on your face, while 
there was a dagger under your 
cloak? Did envy, or ambition, or 
revenge, or some such pure and 
downright devil ever enter your 
heart—till you almost went out 
and hanged yourself with horror 
at yourself? Then thou art the 
man that Jesus Christ ransomed 
from the halter and from Hell 
when He submitted His cheek to 
the kiss of the traitor. It is be- 
cause Jesus Christ has you and so 
many like you among His dis- 
ciples that He took so meekly the 
diabolical embrace of the son of 
perdition. “It was not an enemy 
that reproached me; then I could 
have borne it: neither was it he 
that hated me that did magnify 
himself against me: then would 
I have hid myself from him. But 
it was thou, a man, mine equal, 
my guide and mine acquaintance. 
We took sweet counsel together, 
and walked into the house of God 
in company. Yea, mine own 
familiar friend, inswhom I trusted, 
which did eat of my bread, hath 
lifted up his heel against me.”

“Then the band, and the 
captain and the officers of the 
Jews, took Jesus and bound him.” 

It is a very bitter moment to 
a prisoner when the officers of 
justice are binding him. I have 
often thought that the pinioning 
before execution must be almost 
more dreadful than the very drop 
itself. And our Lord felt most 
acutely the shame and the dis- 
grace of the prison shackles. For 
once He. broke silence and spoke 
out and remonstrated. ‘Be ye 
come out as against a thief?”’ He 
turned upon the officers. He had 
no intention of trying to escape. 
He had come out to the garden to 
give Himself up. He had said just 
the-moment, before, “‘I am he: take 
me; and Jet these go their way.” 
But the officers were under the 
instructions of Judas. Their superi- 
ors in the city had told them that 
they were to look to Judas for 
all their orders that night. And 
Judas had said to the officers: 
“‘Whomsoever I shall kiss, that 
same is he: take him and lead him 
away. safely: that same is he, hold 
him fast.” And they obeyed 
Judas; they held Him as fast and 
as safe as their best prison-cords 
could hold Him. O officers! of- 
ficers! Judas must surely know; 
but it is impossible that you can 
know why it is that your prisoner 
walks with you so willingly! Did 
any of you Roman officers ever 
hear of ‘“‘cords of love?” Weil, it 
is in the cords of everlasting love 
that you keep your men so safely 
tonight. O officers officers! if

about Hell being let loose. Yes, 
but hear this. Come to Caiaphas'’ 
palace on the passover night, and 
look at this. ‘“‘Then did they spit 
in his face, and buffeted him:

—‘“they put it upon his head, and 
a reed in his right hand; and they 
- bowed the knee before him and 
mocked him, saying: Hail! King 
of the Jews! And they spit upon 
him again, and took the reed out 
‘of his hand, and smote him upon 
-the head. Then Pilate took Je- 
sus. and scourged him. After 
which they brought Jesus forth 
wearing the crown of thorns and 
the purple robe. And when the 
chief priests saw. Jesus, they cried 
out, Crucify him! crucify him! 
Then Pilate delivered him to them 
to be crucified.” My brethren, 
these are dreadful, most dreadful, 
_ things. And all the time, God Al- 
mighty, the God and Father of 
Jesus Christ, restrained Himself; 
He held Himself in, and sat as 
still as a stone, seeing and hearing 
all that. The arrest, the trial, the 
buffeting, the spitting, the jest-

made Him sit still? 


Do you know what

think about it? And would you 
like to be told how it could be? 
God Almighty, my brethren, not 
only sat still, but He ordained it 
all; and His Son endured it all— 
in order to take away sin. In or- 
der to take away the curse of 
sin, to take away the very exist- 
ence of sin forever. You will find 
the explanation of that terrible 
night’s work, and of the still more 
terrible morning just about to 
dawn—you will find the explana- 
tion, the justification, and _ the 
complete key to it all in your own 
heart. 


Did you ever see yourself to be 
such a despicable creature that 
you wondered why all men did not 
spit upon you? Did you ever 
wonder that, not friendship and 
family life only, but very human 
society itself, did not dissolve, and 
fall in pieces, such is the mean- 
ness, the despicableness, the du- 
plicity, the selfishness, the cru- 
elty, and the diabolical wicked- 
ness of the human heart — but 
above all human hearts, of yours? 
You will understand the spitting- 
scene that night when God lets 
you see your own heart. There 
was no surplus shame; there was 
no scorn too much: the contumely 
was not one iota overdone that 
night. There was no unnecessary 
disgrace poured on Christ that 
night. They are in every congre- 
gation, at every Communion ta- 
ble, and they are the salt and 
the ornament of it, who Say as 
they sit down at the table—He 
hid not His face from shame and 
from spitting for me! He loved 
me in my sin and my shame, and 
He gave Himself for me!

9. At Calvary the Ransom 
Was Finished 


But come out to Calvary at 
nine o’clock that morning if you 
would be absolutely glutted with 
sorrow and with love. All the 
shame, all the scorn, all the hor- 
ror, all the agony due to our sin, 
and undertaken by our surety—it 
all met on the cross. The -cross 
was the vilest, the cruelest, the 
most disgraceful, the most dia- 
bolical instrument of execution 
that ever Hell had invented and 
set up on earth. Stand back and 
let the chiefest sinner in this 
house come forward. Give him 
the best place: Whoever sees the 


crucifixion, let him see it. Look, 
Sinner, and see. They lay down 
the cross on the ground. They 


then take the cords off our Lord’s 
pinioned arms, and the painted 
board off His breast. They then 
lay Him down on His back on 
the cross; they stretch out His 
arms along the arms of the cross. 
They then open out His hands; 
and with a hammer they drive 
a great nail of iron through His 
right hand with the blood spurt- 
ing up in their faces; and another 
through his left hand, and an- 
other through His feet, placed the 
one above the other to save the 
nails. Five or six strong soldiers 


then lift up the cross with its 
trembling, bleeding burden, and 
sink it down with a dash 
into the stone socket, ‘set in the 
earth, till all His bones are out 
of joint.

- We often pray that God would
